THE WHEELS ARE MOVING ON 
SCHEDULE TIME. 
— 

The Large Number of Cars Tied Up 
in Oakland Yards Caused a Congestion 


Which Nearly Resulted in an Effective 
Blockade.

OAKLAND, Oct. 14.—The blockade of 
cars in the West Oakland yards has 
been broken and the wheels are moving 
on schedule time. During the strike 
the inability of the merchdnts of San 
Francisco to handle goods, when they 
were delivered on the San Francisco 
side caused an accumulation of loaded 
cars in the yards which threatened 
for a time to blockade traffic effectu- 
ally. There were over 1500 loaded cars 
standing on the tracks at one time. 
It was with extreme difficulty that 
Yardmaster Burham and Assistant 
Yardmaster Cotton kept the cars mov- 
ing. Not only did the loaded cars pre- 
vent a free movement of trains in mak- 
ing up, but the lack of engines was also 
@ source of a- great deal of overwork. 
The congestion in the Oakland yards 
was due principally to the inability of 
the San Francisco traffic department to 
handle the cars on that side. The strike 
| not in operation but a few 
days when the small switching yards 
at Pourth and Townsend streets were 
literally congested with freight. The 
Oakland yards did not immediately 
feel the effects of the blockade, but 
gradually the hold-over cars became so 
numerous that it was next to impos- 
sible to handle the volume of freight 
on this side. How near an effective 
blockade came to being established, so 
far as perishable goods were con- 
cerned, only those in charge of the 
yards will ever know. Over 4000 cars 
were tied up in San Francisco and in 
the West Oakland yards. The release 
of these cars naturally facilitated the 
handling of freight, and now things 
ay ta as smoothly as before the 

e.

The Fidelity Trust Company of Buffalo 
Stands a Scare of Depositore—Has 


Plenty of Funds for All Who Come.

BUFFALO (N. Y.) Oct. 14.—A run on 
the Fidelity Trust Company, a State 
banking institution, began today.

New York drafts were 
sent to the two institutions for the 
cash. At the close of business today,

The Fidelity Trust Company is not 
a member of the clearinghouse asso- 
clation, but an official offer of assist- 
ance was made to President Foreman 
by the clearinghouse today.

* The @ishop Museum has an explor- 
ing party in the field, surveying and 
measuring the rainfall and water sup- 
ply of this region, in order to deter- 
mine whether it is practicable to store 
water in the mountains and carry it to 
the sugar plantations in flumes. The 
endowment of the museum includes 
lands in Hokala and :‘Hamakua, on the 
island of Hawali, in which are the 
Waipio and other guiches that extend 
from the sea to the highest peaks of 
the Kohala Mountains. The party has 
made a number of important geograph- 
legal discoveries. Source of Waipioc 
River has been found several miles 
farther up in the mountain than was 
supposed, in a waterfall that has one 
sheer fall of 600 feet, and in this ex- 
ceptionally dry season runs eight mil- 
lion gallons a day. The party reached 
this waterfall only because of low 
water, which pérmitted the explorers 
to ascend the bed of the stream. The 
forest growth was nearly impenetra- 
ble and a trail had to be cut through 
tropical jungle. They Were proba- 
bly the first white men to see this mag- 
nificent waterfall.
